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This  establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages.  It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  celebrated 
for  the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate ;  and  is  about  three  miles  distant 
from  San  Jos6. 

The  College  was  incorporated  on  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  and  empowered 
to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors,  and  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  of  any  other  literary  Institution  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  an  able  and  numerous  body  of  experienced  Professors  from  the 
best  Colleges  of  the  Society,  both  in  Europe  and  in  the  Atlantic  States,  the 
Institution  enjoys  considerable  advantages  for  the  mental  and  physical  train¬ 
ing  of  the  students.  Among  others,  it  possesses,  1st,  a  complete  philosophical 
and  chemical  apparatus,  from  the  best  manufacturers  of  Paris,  which  cost  the 
Institution  nearly  ten  thousand  dollars ;  2d,  a  large  collection  of  specimens  of 
minerals  imported  from  Paris ;  3d,  an  artificial  bathing  pond,  of  elliptic  form, 
with  a  cemented  brick  wall,  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty  wide,  supplied  with  water  by  an  artesian  well ;  4th,  an  extensive 
gymnasium  for  athletic  exercises,  sixty  feet  long  and  forty  wide. 

The  dormitory  is  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long  and  forty  wide,  and  is 
remarkable  for  its  neatness  and  good  ventilation.  The  new  study  hall  is  sev¬ 
enty  feet  long  and  thirty  wide,  and  well  lighted. 

With  these  facilities  and  improvements  the  Fathers  would  now  venture  to 
think  Santa  Clara  College  to  be  a  favorite  abode  of  science,  morality  and 
religion  in  no  way  inferior  to  any  other  Institution  in  the  country  for  the 
education  of  youth. 


The  Philosophical  Apparatus  comprises: 


Twenty-eight  instruments  or  machines  for  experiments  in  MECHANICS, 
with  a  large  apparatus  for  the  centrifugal  forces,  and  the  different  systems  of 
pulleys. 
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Twenty-five  for  HYDRAULICS,  with  all  the  models  of  fountains  and  pumps, 
which  especially  attract  the  attention  of  visitors. 

Fifty-two  for  PNEUMATICS. 

Sixty-six  for  CALORIC. 

Fifty  for  ELECTRICITY.  Among  them  is  an  elegant,  large  and  powerful 
electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches  in  diameter.  Its 
power  is  such  as  to  charge,  in  a  few  minutes,  (if  the  weather  be  not  unfa¬ 
vorable,)  the  large  battery  of  eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon  each. 

Fifty-nine  machines  for  the  experiments  in  Galvanism  and  Magnetism. 
Among  them  is  the  great  magnetic  apparatus  of  Faraday,  as  lately  improved 
by  Rumkorf.  The  apparatus  for  re-producing  the  experiments  and  proving 
the  theories  of  Empere,  Oersted,  etc., — Two  moderators  for  the  production  of 
the  electrical  light, — A  Galvanic  battery  of  sixty-five  cups  of  Bunzen. 

Sixty-nine  for  OPTICS.  Among  them  is  a  splendid  solar  microscope,  which 
works  also  by  means  of  the  electrical  light.  Several  compound  microscopes, 
micrometers,  etc.  The  different  instruments  for  the  projection  of  the  polari¬ 
zation  of  light, — the  polyorama,  the  telescope  of  Duboscq.  A  very  perfect 
sextant,  the  same  which  has  been  used  by  the  late  Admiral  of  France,  Dumont 
Dorville,  in  his  expeditions. 

A  complete  Daguerreotyping  Apparatus. 

Twenty  machines  for  ACOUSTICS,  and  sixteen  for  SURVEYING. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  richly  provided.  Besides  over  five  hundred  pure 
chemicals,  it  contains  all  the  instruments  necessary  for  the  most  complicated 
manipulations. 

The  museum  of  mineralogy  has  already  nearly  seven  hundred  specimens 
well  classified  and  labeled ;  the  greatest  number  of  them  consisting  of  min¬ 
erals  from  distant  countries. 

We  hope  to  complete  this  splendid  collection,  especially  if  the  friends  of  our 
Institution  will  be  kind  enough  as  to  send  us  such  specimens  of  minerals  as 
they  may  occasionally  happen  to  have  at  their  disposal.

3d.  Natural  Sciences: — Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  Natural  History, 
Meteorology;  Chemistry  with  its  applications  to  Mineralogy,  Agriculture, 
Arts  and  Domestic  Economy ;  Physiology,  Geology,  Botany. 
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4th.  Mathematics': — Algebra,  Linear,  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry,  Survey¬ 
ing,  Mensuration,  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Conic  Sections,  Ana¬ 
lytical  Geometry  and  Calculus. 

5th.  Belles-Lettres  : — Greek,  Latin  and  English,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elo¬ 
cution. 

6th.  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Book-Keeping, — a  full  course.

The  plan  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  courses ;  the  Classical  and 
the  Commercial. 

The  Classical  Course  comprises  the  study  of  the  Greek,  Latin  and  English 
Languages,  Rhetoric,  Poetry,  Elocution,  Mathematics,  Rational  Philosophy, 
Science  of  Government,  Political  Economy,  Natural  Sciences,  History  and 
Geography,  and  any  of  the  other  branches  if  required. 

The  Commercial  Course  embraces  English  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Poetry, 
Logic,  Mathematics,  Surveying,  Mensuration,  Book-keeping,  Natural  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Chemistry,  Modern  Languages,  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Drawing, 
History  and  Geography,  with  the  use  of  the  Globes. 

There  is  besides  a  Preparatory  Department  in  which  Spelling,  Reading, 
Writing,  and  the  elements  of  English  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  History  and 
Geography,  are  taught. 

Greek  Department.

There  are  four  classes  of  Penmanship  for  the  younger  students,  and  a  daily 
lesson  of  one  hour  is  given  to  each  class. 


Declamation. 

On  Saturday,  the  last  hour  and  a  half  of  class,  in  the  afternoon,  is  set  apart 
for  Declamation.

The  scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September,  and  closes  about  the  middle  of  July,  with  a  literary 
exhibition,  the  conferring  of  degrees,  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  A 
public  examination  of  all  the  classes  takes  place  immediately  before  the 
close  of  the  academic  year.  There  is  a  minor  examination  towards  the  end 
of  February. 

At  any  time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  examination,  if 
any  one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted. 

Debating  and  Literary  Societies  are  established  for  the  purpose  of  improv¬ 
ing  the  students  in  public  speaking,  and  for  the  discussion  of  subjects  relat¬ 
ing  to  the  laws  of  nature,  ethics,  political  economy,  &c.,  &c. 
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A.  B.  and  A.  M. 


The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  only  who,  on  com¬ 
pleting  the  classical  course,  are  found  sufficiently  qualified  after  due  exam¬ 
ination  ;  and  after  two  years  creditably  devoted  to  some  literary  pursuit,  the 
graduate  is  entitled  to  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is  ex. 
amined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he  may 
be  adapted.  lie  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  classical  or 
commercial  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half  a 
session ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  dismissal  or 
protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exercises 
of  religious  worship  are  Catholic;  but  members  of  every  other  religious 
denomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present  with  propriety  at  divine  worship  in  the  In¬ 
stitution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 
except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-third  of  December  to  the 
second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guardian. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  tutor  or  prefect. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as  have 
been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters  not  known  to  be  from  parents  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  prohibited;  and  no  one  will  be  received  who  is 
unwilling  to  abstain  from  it. 

The  students  are  at  all  times  under  the  superintendence  of  prefects  or 
tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory  or  im¬ 
moral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his 
parents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  general  recreation  day. 
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classes  are  publicly  proclaimed;  badges  of  honor  are  conferred  upon  the 
most  deserving  kin  each  class,  and  printed  certificates  given  to  those  who 
have  distinguished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by  their  diligence  and 
good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students  whose  parents  live  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  College  are  allowed  to  visit  them ;  but  they  must  return 
before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  or  wards. 

An  experienced  physician  visits  the  College  daily.  The  greatest  care  and 
attention  is  bestowed  upon  the  sick. 

N.  B. — Those  parents  or  guardians  that  wish  to  send  their  children  or 
wards  to  this  Institution,  are  most  earnestly  recommended  to  do  it  as  early 
as  possible  in  September ;  for  delay  necessarily  throws  back  the  pupils  in 
their  classes,  and  subjects  the  professors  to  great  inconveniences. 


%  trial  flimtioits. 

On  entering  the  Institution  the  student  must  be  provided  with  a  mattress, 
two  pairs  of  sheets,  two  pillow-cases,  two  blankets,  a  white  counterpane, 
three  suits  of  clothes  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts, 
drawers,  handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe; 
knife,  fork,  spoon,  goblet,  napkins,  towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other 
indispensable  articles. 

All  the  clothing  of  the  students  "will  be  under  the  control  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  Mending 
of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done,  if  required,  in  the  Institution  at  reasona¬ 
ble  charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed  to  any 
student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are  made 
by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient  sum  is  to 
be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  Session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts  and  forward  money  to  defray  traveling  expenses.

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RATIONAL  PHILOSOPHY. 
Logic. 


I.  Truth,  which  can  be  generally  described  “the  conformity  of  things  with 
the  intellect,”  is  three  fold ;  Metaphysical,  Logical  and  Moral.  The  first  con¬ 
sists  in  the  objects,  the  second  in  the  judgments,  the  third  in  the  signs. 

II.  In  regard  to  truth,  the  mind  may  be  in  five  states,  viz :  ignorance, 
error,  doubt,  opinion,  and  certainty. 

III.  Certainty,  according  to  the  ground  on  which  it  rests,  is  divided  into 
Metaphysical,  Physical,  and  Moral. 

IV.  The  means  of  arriving  at  certainty  may  be  reduced  to  the  following : 
Intuition,  Reasoning,  Consciousness,  Testimony  of  the  Senses,  Authority. 

V.  The  first  four,  provided  man  be  in  his  normal  state,  and  there  be  no 
impediment,  are  unerring  in  regard  to  their  object. 

VI.  The  fifth,  that  is,  Authority,  may  be  justly  considered  as  a  rule  of  moral 
certainty,  and  when  full  and  unexceptionable,  can  be  in  no  way  false. 

VII.  For  the  formal  validity  of  reasoning,  it  is  necessary  that  syllogism 
and  every  other  sort  of  argumentation  be  founded  either  on  the  principle  of 
identity,  or  of  discrepancy. 


VIII.  The  general  criterion  of  truth,  is  evidence  considered  under  its 
twofold  character,  viz :  Ontological  and  Psychological. 


Metaphysics. 


IX.  Total  skepticism,  which  establishes  universal  doubt,  is  a  chimera. 


X.  All  truths  may  be  either  mediately  or  immediately  reduced  to  the  ( 
principle  of  contradiction.  Hence  it  is  justly  called  the  first  principle  of  ( 
truth.  S 


XI.  The  existence  of  God  as  a  Supreme  Being  absolutely  necessary,  is 
clearly  deduced  from  the  fact  that  contingent  beings  exist. 


XII.  In  God  there  is  neither  recollection  nor  prevision,  but  simply  vision 
of  all  which,  in  respect  to  us,  is  past  or  future. 


XIII.  The  world  exists  not  by  emanation  from  God,  but  by  creation. 


XIV.  The  order  and  course  of  nature  are  not  so  necessarily  connected 
with  the  physical  laws  constituted  to  act  uniformly,  that  God  may  not  sus¬ 
pend  them  whenever  he  pleases. 


XV.  The  effects  which  follow  the  suspension  of  these  laws,  are  justly 
called  miracles,  and  can  be  attributed  only  to  God  as  primary  cause. 


XVI.  There  exists  a  Divine  Providence  which  governs  all  created  beings.  ( 


XVII. .  The  human  soul  is  a  simple  and  spii'itual  being. 


XVIII.  The  immortality  of  the  soul  is  proved  from  natural  argument, 
viz :  the  desire  of  happiness  and  the  relative  attributes  of  God,  his  justice, 
wisdom,  etc. 


XIX.  Free  will,  with  which  the  human  soul  is  endowed,  necessarily  re¬ 
quires  exemption  from  both  inward  and  outward  necessity. 


XX.  The  soul  is  rightly  styled  the  substantial  form  of  the  body. 
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MORAL  PHILOSOPHY. 

I.  There  exists  throughout  the  Universe  an  innate  and  necessary  princi¬ 
ple  of  motion — “  nature  ” — tending  to  fulfill  the  designs  of  the  Creator. 

II.  Every  creature  is  impelled  by  some  exterior  object  to  act  with  its 
proper  faculties. 

III.  The  action  of  every  creature  is  right,  when  it  tends  to  the  intent  of 
the  Creator,  in  the  attainment  of  which  consists  its  end,  good,  perfection  and 
rest. 

IY.  The  rational  tendency,  viz :  the  will,  must  regulate  in  man  the  sensi¬ 
tive  and  the  locomotive  faculties,  that  they  may  all  tend  with  harmony  to  the 
intent  of  the  Creator. 

Y.  The  human  will  is  primarily  impelled  towards  “  the  good  ”  in  general, 
or  in  the  abstract ;  but  in  God,  alone,  can  find  it  under  a  concrete  form  as 
its  proper  and  real  object. 

YI.  The  natural  beatitude  of  man  in  this  life,  and  the  Perfection  proper 
to  him,  consists  in  the  Order  wherewith  he  conforms  himself  to  the  intent 
of  the  Creator,  which  conformity  constitutes  the  immediate  end  of  man's 
existence. 

VII.  The  intellective  faculty,  in  its  double  capacity  of  intuition  and  ratio¬ 
cination,  can  adequately  account  for  the  correctness  of  any  moral  judgment. 

VIII.  If  the  conclusive  force  of  a  moral  judgment  be  deduced  from  the 
object,  then  the  judgment  may  express  what  is  obligatory,  licit,  or  illicit;  if 
from  the  subject,  then  it  expresses  what  is  certain  or  uncertain. 

IX.  Man  can  sufficiently  know  not  only  his  end,  but  also  the  means  for 
attaining  it. 

X.  Reason  shows  to  man  as  obligatory  what  is  necessary  to  attain  his 
necessary  End ;  as  licit  that  which  is  not  opposed  to  it ;  and  as  illicit  that 
which  is  essentially  opposed  thereto. 

XI.  Every  practical  and  moral  judgment,  the  first  principle  being  sup¬ 
posed,  is  deduced  from  an  universal  and  a  particular  proposition,  which  may 
be  more  or  less  complex. 

XII.  Conscience  being  nothing  else  than  the  practical  conclusion  deduced 
from  premises,  will  be  more  or  less  certain,  as  the  proposition  contained  in 
them,  shall  be  more  or  less  certain. 

XIII.  Therefore,  man,  before  acting,  must  form  a  conscience  certain,  with 
regard  to  the  morality  of  his  actions. 

XIV.  Man’s  mind  may  be  reassured  by  a  reflex  judgment,  even  when  the 
direct  remains  uncertain. 

XV.  As,  besides  the  intellective  faculty,  the  volitive  also  has  a  great  influ¬ 
ence  on  man’s  actions  so  we  establish :  that  the  human  will  is  free,  not 
in  tending  to  “  the  Good,”  viz :  to  felicity,  but  only  in  determining,  according 
to  reason,  its  own  real  object,  and  the  proper  means  to  attain  it. 

XVI.  The  real  object  being  determined  according  to  reason,  the  human  will 
without  impairing  its  natural  liberty,  in  the  choice  of  its  proper  means,  is 
subject  to  a  kind  of  final  necessity,  which  constitutes  what  is  called  obligation. 

XVII.  Passions — the  sensitive  faculties  are  a  good  to  man,  provided  he 
makes  a  right  use  of  them,  by  directing  them- to  honest  end — order. 

XVIII.  Human  actions  receive  their  objective  morality  from  their  moral 
object,  considered  in  its  relations  with  its  immediate  end — order. 
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XIX.  The  subjective  morality  of  an  action  depends  not  only  on  the  object 
but  also  on  the  intent  of  the  agent,  on  the  means  employed,  and  on  some 
other  accidental  circumstances,  which  may  have  some  relation  to  the  moral 
order. 

XX.  The  greater  is  the  adhesion  of  the  will  to  an  object,  good  or  bad,  the 
greater  is  the  subjective  goodness  or  badness  of  an  action. 

XXI.  The  general  laws  of  order  clearly  show  that  man  cannot  be  ordained 
for  merely  material  objects,  but  only  for  God,  for  himself,  and  for  his  fellow 
men. 

XXII.  Man  must  bend  his  will  to  dependence  on  God,  as  absolute  and 
necessary  Being,  Truth  and  Goodness ;  and  must  also  express,  even  by  out¬ 
ward  acts,  this  his  interior  and  voluntary  disposition  towards  liis  Creator. 

XXIII.  With  respect  to  himself,  man’s  first  duty  is  to  acquire  the  best 
possible  knowledge  of  God  in  this  life,  and  seek  after  the  possession  of  Him 
in  the  future. 

XXIV.  Man  is  obliged  to  preserve  his  life,  health,  honor  and  property, 
so  far  as  they  may  be  conducive  to  the  fulfilment  of  the  Divine  designs  ex¬ 
hibited  in  the  universal  Order  and  in  individual  circumstances.  Therefore, 
Nature  absolutely  forbids  him  to  seek,  directly,  self  destruction. 

XXV.  With  respect  to  his  fellow-men,  every  one  must  wish,  for  others, 
the  same  last  end  which  he  desires  for  himself,  viz  :  the  possession  of  God, 
and  consequently,  the  necessary  means  to  attain  to  it. 

XXVI.  Man  is  bound  to  love  others  as  himself,  though  he  is  not  obliged 
to,  (nay  he  cannot)  love  them  with  the  same  intensity  with  which  he  loves 
himself. 

XXVII.  Every  man  has  a  right  to  be  loved  by  other  men,  which  right  is 
more  or  less  binding  according  to  the  different  circumstances. 

XXVIII.  He  who  has  no  hope  of  escaping  death  from  an  unjust  aggress¬ 
or,  has  the  right  of  killing  him,  and,  a  fortiori,  of  depriving  him  of  every 
means  of  injury. 

XXIX.  Duelling  is  absolutely  forbidden  by  nature.
